As suggestions are now l)eing of- 
fered to the Executive Committee 
of the National Association of the 
Deaf for consideration, by some of 
the intelligent deaf, as to the best 
place for holding the convention, I, 
as a m«Mnb(M- of the asvsocialion, ven- 
tured to offer a suggestion also. 
While Mr. Hanson advocates for 
Minnesota and Mrs. Balis for Nia- 
gara Falls, N. Y., I would simply 
advocated for a postponement of 
the Conventions for 1900 to 1901, 
when in the latter year the Pan- 
y\merican Ex^xtsition will beheld in 
Buffalo, N. Y., and it would not 
only be the main attraction for 
eveiybody. bul would offer a great 
inducement to every leading deaf 
person to attend the National Con- 
vention it held Buffalo, or Niagara 
Falls, in at the same time and would 
doubly increase ihe membership 
roll ot the Ass<K'iation. 

Mr. Ha ns(m very ably advocates 
for Minnesota, but I am rather in- 
cline(l to second Mrs. Halis's sug- 
gestiim lor Niagara Falls, N. Y., or 
Buffalo N. v., for the rea.son given 
above. 

The two alK)ve cities are distanced 
from each other only by tweiily- 
two miles, not forty as Mrs. Balis 
stated, anil can be reached by train, 
trolley, boat or bicycle whichever 
route might strike the fancy of all. 
Anotlier reason for offering this 
suggestion is raili-oad rates will be 
at the tinm ot Ihe exposition con- 
siderably below the regular fares 
and would afford everj' one a <-K!iii,.i. 
to take advautHge of them 

Mr. Hanson saya : " Why ^. 
tol>a is close to Minnesota," w 
remark naturally calls forth a 
smile. True, Manitoba is comfort 
ably close to Minnesota, but for 
all thai I fear Mr. Hanson, if he 
looked so far to the C^auadian North- 
west, he could not get together 
many of, the intelligent Canadian 
d(>af into Minnesota from th;il s> <■ 
tion of Canada. 

The majority of the intelligent 
deaf of Canada are scattered over 
Ontario and the nearer province. 
I am much in doubt too if many 
could be induced to go as far into 
the United Slates as Minnesota. 

Minn(\sota, of course, is justified 
in claiming that it possesses many 
V>eautiful rural spots. Niagara 
Falls and Buffalo can also claim 
some, as can many o(h(^r plac(>s in 
this great country. 

The beauty of the phice (wher- 
jpver it might be) should not be the 
main point of consideration, but 
rather the possible chances of mak- 
ing the convention one that would 
prove of the most caleulaV)le value 
to its ol)ject, by getting together 
every leading deaf person in the 
entire country. 

On the whole, I heartily (■< 
with Mrs. Balis that Niagara 1 u . 
N. Y., is the best place for holding 
the next convention of the Na- 
tional As.sociatiou of the Deaf, 
provided the postponement to 190! 
is made. 

I can vouch for the majority of 
the deaf of Buffalo, that they feel a 
deep interest in this R.s.sociatton , 
though not themselves members of 
it, and they would extend a willini; 
hand towanl helping nmke th< 
vention one long to be rememh 

Lovers of the bicycle could form 
bicycling parties, and take fre 
(luent runs into Buffalo. A de- 
lightful ride of alKiut twenty-five 
miles along beautiful roads, con- 
siderable of them being paved with 
asphalt. To add to that several 
hours could be spent in riding 
abiuit Buffalo's lieautifully paved 
streets.

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Editor J<n;KNAL : — I have seen 
in the columns of the JOURNAL a 
dieiission going on over the merits 
of various cities f(jr holding the 
nextCunvenfiori of the National As- 
soidation. Probably the Executive 
Committee may have decided by 
this time on the location. How- 
ever, it is immaterial lo the trreat 
majority of the convention-going 
people which city gets it — as Ion;: 
as traveling and hotel expi uses are 
reduced to a minimum, an<l a pro- 
gram arrange' I that ajipeals strong- 
ly to the membeis. I do not mean 
merely a liti-rary program, but also 
entertainments, which alwayi* act 
as a strong ilrawing card. 

Ill Connection with Ihe latter, it 
is absolutely ner-essary to know 
that you can depend upon the citi- 
zens of the convention city for 
lios|iitjility. This hospitality is 
made manifest through the express- 
ed desires of its citizens for the 
conventum. In fact, nowadays, 
cities get their conventions only 
afti-r giving guarantees. These 
guarantees are usually made in the 
way of bonus, free hall rents, low 
hotel rates and lilieral entertain- 
ments. The Nation,! 1 Association 
has placed no such strictures in 
Ihe rivalry for the location, de- 
pending upon the deaf-of the place 
to provide for everything. 

In the present race are St. Paul, 
Detroit, Cleveland and Niagara 
F'alls There is no reason for hold- 
int: the meet at Niagara Falls, un- 
less it is the iitnn-M to New York. 
The place is too familiar to the 
average American, who has had 
any [uetentions to traveling. And 
in regards to hotel and hack rates, 
it is the banner roblier city. The 
bandits of Tliessalay and Greece ai e 
not "in it" with these haekmen. 
Even should this be disputed, the 
convention by rights of preceOenl 
belongs to the West this yutir. 

Clevelaml an<l Detroit are ideal 
cities for conventions. I have 
never seen them except while pass- 
ing through on trains and lake 
steamers, but the fain«', of Eu(did 
Av(?niie of ('leveland, and the 
scenery along the St Clair River, 
near Detroit, are known the 
country over, and if personally 
I had no other reasons to go ex- 
cept for the.se, I would still be satis- 
fied. But to come to the point, 
neither of these (dties have exjiress- 
ed a desire to have the conven- 
tion. Nor do they [lossess a suf- 
ficient number of responsible deaf 
people who could successfully carry 
out the orders of the Executive 
Committee. 

The fleaf of St Paul or Minne- 
apolis (either end you wish), have 
been unusually active during the 
|iast two years, and have made 
many promim/s which beyond 
rloiibt will be kept. With Hanson, 
Smith, Washburn, Howard, Spear, 
Thompson, and other well known 
.Minnesota deaf on their right hand 
sirle, the <;oriveiilion can look for- 
ward U) a jflorious and successful 
mfiet and replete with entertain- 
ments. I sincerely hope that the 
crown of victory may rest on the 
heads of the Twin Cities. 

At the last Convention of the 
National Association, I was un- 
fortunately kef»t awaj' by businesw, 
so I must assume ignoran<;e in the 
manner of it beintr conducted. 
Ynt I have heard it expressed ever 
and over again that our conven- 
ti(;ns (state an<l national) nowa<lays 
are given up entirely io reading of 
papers, which no one scarcely can 
understand int.<?lligibly in the haste 
with which they are read, and little 
or no time to discussions. Let every 
body who chooses write a paper, 
but let (he program committee pass 
over its merits. If it is worthy of 
discussion, let it be read ; the other 
fiajiers be either rejected, or 
printed in the proceedings without 
being read. Much time would be 
saved, which could be htiliz/.-d for 
discussions and business.

Her marvelous quickness 
and her almost incredible dell(;acy 
of percejition fairly overawed them 
She did not notice them. She 
knew they were there, by that sixth 
sense which seems to come into the 
darkness and silence of her strange 
world like an inspiration, but she 
lia^l come to see the "marble pefi- 
ple," and nothing mor-e ordinary 
could interest or distract her. 

When she had "seen" all the 
statues, she climbeil <lown from the 
la<lder with a sigh. " I am coming 
here ai,'ain, if I may," she said. 
"Those people rest me — they do 
nothing but think, and they are 
never tin^fl, no, nor lonely (Mther." 
Helen Keller has never acknowledg- 
ed that she was lonely, but the 
wistful smile on her wonderful face 
asshesai<l that the " marble people" 
wero "never lonely," told a pitiful 
little story to all who loved her.

The 
matron be|iev(!s her main ttviuble is 
due to rrriminal neglect by jiersons 
who ari' entindy unfit to care f<ir 
either the deaf or the blind. The 
CI nditicm of the poor girl is enough 
to soften a heart of si one, and it is 
no wonder tlmt sh<' often wishes 
herself dead. 

I have seen her say in her sweet, 
s<Mil-louching voice, " Doctor dear, 
please (;<dl me honestly and truly 
if you think that I shall over see or 
hear again':' " and only to note the 
doctor pal her upon the shoulder 
cloick or hand, and turn awaj', his 
eyes glisferiing with tears. 

Whatever can be done for her at 
any institution or any mortal, will 
be don<^ for the poor girl at this 
sfdendid and noble iiistittitiofi and 
its pi (i|ile there, and yet, like poor 
Blind BarliiiieiiN, what can be done 
for her si^hl in these days. One 
•ye is gouo foiover, tho other 



is U8ele.ss at most times, and the 
worst part of it is that his poor girl 
has not been accustomed to this 
terrible thing and perhaps never 
will be. Reared as w<dl as born 
within a stone's thrown of the park 
around the Capital at Richnioml, 
where the .squirrels frisk about and 
climb over nearly every one, and 
the birds of sprintr sing their sw<>el- 
est songs, if she sits there again it 
be in hilenOe and in darkness su- 
preme. 

Her first two weeks at Ihe hospi- 
tal wore spent without an answer 
iieing given to a questioi , unless it 
was by moans of a shake of the 
hand, a pat on the shoulder, or a 
kiss — a kiss for pity's sake.

Committee 
recoinm!>nded a niiniber of chanj^es 
and a (general rttnrn ,0 the old sys- 
stem of ^jovermnent that (sxisted 
prior to the reory;ani/,ation. Tiiis 
will moan the aitolisiinient of tlu^ 
Council, and a reduction of the 
m«mr)er.shi[» dues from three dol- 
lars to one dollar per year. 

The report was adopted uiuinim- 
ousiy, and Messrs 11. M. /iojj;l(>r, 
F. C. Hinielau and .las. S. IteidcM' 
were re-appointed a sjx'cial eoni- 
niittoe to revise the Constitution 
and By-Laws in accordancie with 
the chanKcs recommc^nded. They 
are expected to linish their labors 
in time for the next (piarteriy l)usi- 
nesH meetiufj; in Mareii. 

Tiio iniMiihersliip roll of the As- 
Bociation has ahouli fifty names on 
it at present. The ehany;e in dues 
may induce many more to. join. No 
other association for the deaf in 
this city otTors as liberal induce- 
ments as tills one. Wo shall hope 
to see it flourish more than ever in 
future. 

The Philadelphia /Vr.s.v, Felirii- 
ary Gth, devotes more than two col- 
umns to an article entitled "To 
P'ind out Adam's LanauaH:e," in 
which the author, Piof. Arthur T. 
Abernethy, of this city, d<^s(!iil)es 
his schcune "to found a colony of 
infants k"*"'*!*?'! '>.y deaf-mutes in 
the iiojie that he will find the 
World's original tongue or create 
a new one." The Professor stales 
that he is backed by a millionaire 
and that, he is ready to proceed with 
his schtune. His first jol) is to pro- 
cure the full surrender of 200 in- 
fants by their mothers foi' a period 
of fifteen years, and they to be 
isolated from the rest of the world, 
savt* their caretakers, who are to be 
deaf-mutes, for that ien;,'th of time. 
In return, the prot(iClion, eare and 
support th(( childrtMi will be (jjuar- 
ant«!ed to the iiiotiiers, an<l, more- 
over, tlioy will be k'^'oii sucli con- 
veniences as can be had in cities. 

In brief, the professor's scheme 
is elaborate, but we are very skep- 
tical of its su(!cess, particularly of 
the form !it ion of the colony. 

We are inclined to think that 
Prof. Ab(U-net.hy knows very little 
about deaf-mutes or lie would not 
bring ihem into the scheme. He 
wants nneducated deaf-mutes, too, 
and they are most likely of all to 
spoil his scheme. 

For, how will he get them to 
understand his wlsiiesand purposes. 
Perliap.s, in the end, the result will 
be very <lifTereiit from what ho ex- 
pected and, insti-ad of Adam's 
language, he will have found a new 
8ION-LAN(iUAOK.

Since February Isl, 1873, the 
R(>v. A. W. Mann hasbeen emploj' 
<*d as general missionary to th<' 
deaf-mutes in the " Micl-Western 
Mission." During this long period 
of service he has made, in the 
aggregate, 300 annual repoi-ts to 
the Bishops in whose dioees.ses the 
work is carried on, has wrill<>ri 
fully 40,00(1 letters and postal cards, 
has dislribiited nearly 1,000 Prayei 
B<ioksan(l asnuiiiy tracts, and lias 
gathered into the Church about 600 
communicants. He reports that 
there is <in(» deaf-mule to 1,000 
hearing people, so that "silent 
eongregal ions" ar^ small by com- 
parison, the attendtinee avt>raging 
from two in small towns to seventy- 
five in larg<> cities. The statistics 
for the year ending July 1st, 1808, 
are as follows: Number of services 
(lliroe months in Europe), 144; 
placesserveil, foi'ty-thiee; liapti.sms, 
tweniy-llve; eonlirniiitions, twenty-

MARHHFIELD MAN WHO WAS DEAF 
MET WITH A SAD FATALITY. 

O. R, Luce, of Marshfleld, Vt., 
was struck Thursday, Jan '/JOlh, by 
the snow plow on the Monlpelier 
and Wells River railroad and kill- 
ed. Luce was a deaf man and was 
walking with his bac^k to Ihe plow. 
He was struck about one and one 
half mile west of Lanesboro, Road- 
master Frank Dodge and the cr<^w 
ol the snow plow did all in their 
pow<!r to warn the man, but evirlent- 
ly Luce did not hear the bell and 
whistle, nor the cries of th(' men 
who tried lo attract his attention. 
The body was taken to Northfield. 
No |)ossible blame attfiches to the 
einjiloyees of the road, who did all 
in their power tc» avert the ae(!i(lent, 
Mr, Dodge shouted unlil the |»low 
was within six feet of the man. He 
was hurled quite a distance. As 
soon as the Ihe engine was stopped 
Ihe crew went back and frnind tlie 
man with his skull crusherl and his 
back broken. He was still bieath- 
ing but lived only about 10 minutes, 
never r<^cov«!ring cons<'ioiisness. 
The body was jiicked up and takc^n 
to the station an Marshlleld. None 
of the train (!rew knew the man, 
but when they took him info the 
station his brother-in-law happen- 
ed to be there and tohl them his 
name.
